Attack on Shipping 
Is Greatest Menace 


This is, the reason why Hitler's 


victories on the land of Europe did 
not finish the war. This is the rea- 
son why even the invasion of Bri- 
tain or the destruction of Britain 
from the air would only be the 
means to an end, the means to the 
control of the Atlantic Ocean. This 
is the reason why the renewal of 
his war against British shipping is 
much the most serious of all his ef- 
forts to win the war. This is the 
reason why the neutralization of 
this threat is the principal task in 
the present phase of the war. 


Public opinion has at times ex- 


aggerated and at others it has un- 
der-estimated thc critical import- 
ance of sea.power in this war. The 
exaggeration has consisted in think- 
ing that Germany could quickly be 
starved into submission or revolt 
whereas, in fact, all experience 
shows that even the most stringent 
blockade produces its effect slow- 
ly. The underestimate has consisted 
in thinking that if the blockade did 
not win the war quickly it would 
never win the war. Yet the devel- 
opments in Europe since Hitler ov- 
erran the continent in June demon- 
strate that his victories, 
though 


spectacular, are Indecisive, that he 
cannot organize and 
consolidate 


what his armies have conquered. 
Since there is no army opposing 
him, since the Royal Air Force can 
as yet only hamper and annoy him, 
it is evident that what is denying 
him the fruits of his victories must 
be the British Navy. 


But when we look for the effects 


of British sea power on Hitler we 
must not look primarily at the food 
rations of the German people or 
even at the German supplies of oil 
and raw materials. We must look 
at the political effect. The pressure 
of British sea power is driving Ger- 
many, Italy, Russia and 
France 


apart, is making unworkable the 
new European order of which so 
much has been said. The pressure 
will, if sea power remains invin- 
cible, do to Hitler what it did to 
Napoleon; it will deprive him of 
his allies and transform them into 
his enemies. 
Russian Policy Has Been 
Dictated by Fear of Nazis 


Consider, first, the case of Russia. 


It is evident that Russian policy has 
been dictated solely by fear of thc 
German Army, andrfhat this, rather 
than any ideological consideration 
or imperialistic ambition, explains 
the Stalin-Hitler pact, the partition 
of Poland, the occupation of the Bal- 
tic states, the Finnish war, and the 
seizure of Bessarabia and Bukovina. 
It is equally evident that it was the 
pressure of the blockade on Ger- 
many which explains the German 
advance through Hungary and Ru- 
mania and the whole effect to set the 
stage for a campaign against Suez, 
the Dardanelles and the oil fields of

Spain and in central Europe, the 
threat of a deal'by M. Laval which 
would make France rather than 
Italy the first lieutenant of Hitler, 
and the chance to fight a dangerous 
and exhausting war against the su 
perior power of the British Navy. 


None of this tend* to solidify the 


Axis or to prepare the Italian peo- 
ple to endure a long siege and a 
difficult war in the Balkans and 
Africa, and an aerial bombardment 
of Uieir cities. What has brought 
the Italians to, this position? In the 
last analysis it is the sea power of 
Britain. That is what compels Hit- 
ler to sacrifice his allies in order 
to fortify himself in central Europe. 
in Spain, in France: that is what 
imposes upon Italy the more diffi- 
cult and the more dangerous and 
the least profitable operations of 
the war. Whereas Hitler has con- 
quered landlocked countries that 
the British Navy could not defend, 
Mussolini has to attack countries 
l:kc Greece and Egypt in the face 
of the British Navy.

The news that a typhoon struck Guam, 


one of our far-flung Pacific outposts of 
empire, does not convey to the Badgente 
any fair idea of what must have hap- 
pened simply because typhoons are not 
jn our pattern of life. 


But that particular storm, twin broth- 


er to the West Indies equinoctial hurri- 
cane, is caused, our scientists say, in ex- 
actly the same way. In a somewhat lim- 
ited area which is calm and hot the at- 
mosphere, soaked with moisture, starts 
rising swiftly and is followed by the cool 
air, together creating a double motion, one 
forward at a relatively slow rate of 10 to 
15 miles an hour, but the inner and dan- 
gerous one revolving up to 100 miles an 
hour.

mans of machinery or equipment they 
need to carry on. 


The thing to remember is that in se-

Washington—The state department is abso- 


lutely opposed to it, but the question of break- 
ing off diplomatic relations with Germany may 
come to a head very soon. 


Reason for the showdown is irrefutable evi- 


dence gathcied by the Dies committee showing 
the activity of German consuls in the United 
States. Certain letters seized by the committee 
reveal that Nazi consuls close to Hitler have 
gone to such amazing lengths in their subver- 
sive activities that publication of the letters 
would lead to a tremendous public outcry and 
demand the recall of the consuls to Germany. 


The state department is opposed to their re- 


call, because this would also mean the recall of 
American consuls and diplomats from Germany, 
with the virtual, if not actual, breaking off of 
diplomatic relations. The state department op- 
poses this because it believes that American 
diplomats in Germany are useful as observers 
who can inform Washington as to what is going 
on. 


However, some other administration advisers 


take an exactly contrary view. They point out 
that Hitler has forced American diplomats to 
eave Denmark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, Po- 
land and most of the Nazi-occupied areas, so 
theie are not many U. S. observers left. Fur- 
thermore, they point out that American diplo- 
mats are so isolated in Germany that most of

Britain is all set to train 4,000 of its Royal Air 


Force pilots in the United States this winter— 
if the needed training planes can be obtained 
here. 


That's the only obstacle, but it's a tough one. 


For the student pilot training requirements of 
the Army. Navy and the Civil Aeronautics 
board are so heavy that the companies making 
trainer ships can't meet their demands. Produc- 
tion capacity is being expanded, but the British 
need the planes immediately. 


Defense authorities, at the president's direc- 


tion, have tackled the problem and a solution 
may be worked out If so, the young Britishers 
will train here as civilians -in private flying 
schools. This is within the law. Special legisla- 
tion would be needed to train them in army and 
navy schools. 


The R.A.F. cadets would receive primary 


training in these schools, limited to the rudi- 
ments of flying. They would then be sent to 
Canadian and British schools for combat instruc- 
tion. 


Note—Last summer, the British seriously con- 


sidered setting up pilot training centers in 
southern states-, but this was abandoned for fear 
the plan would bccom- a partisan campaign 
issue.

After discarding the heart you 
draw the one outstanding trump, 
then cash thc heart king. If both de- 
fenders follow suit, you now lead to 
the heart ace and ruff a heart, later 
ruffing another heart if necessary- 
You thereby establish a long heart 
on which fo discard your only los- 
ing spade. (No demerits for a spade 
discard, but if you discarded a heart 
with the right reason, take 20 points 
CREDIT.)

aid to Britain is a public campaign against the Vichy government and Us 
agents now active in the United States, who are regarded by these aid-for- 
Britain groups as fronts for Nazi Germany. 


Some persons within the aid-for-Britain groups are frankly in favor of 


- breaking relations with Vithy as a means of sending 
Vichy agents out of the country. However, that is 
open to some question, because if we should break re* 
lations with Vichy on the ground that it was operat- 
ing here as a Nazi front, then it would seem necessary 
also to break relations with Germany—and if with 
Germany why not then with Italy and the axis, Japan? 
The proposition has breath-taking ramifications and 
strikes some as a little too bold to advocate at this 
time. 


At any rate they want to do something about the 


Vichy agents in the United States. The Vichy agents 
are regarded by these aid-to-Britain groups as the real 
fifth columnists in the United States. It has become 
impossible for German Nazis to operate effectively in 


Clapper 
the United States. Not only is the FBI keeping an eye 


on them but the public is on guard against their wiles. A German Nazi 
has lost his case before he opens his mouth. 


But the Frenchman has a kind of protective coloring that enables him 


to operate without arousing immediate antagonism. We are still too con- 
fused, still too much under the old habit of regarding France as an ally 
of Britain, to readjust ourselves
